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MANY COUNTY 
MEN DISCUSS 
BOND ISSUE 


Hands from every section of the 
nation’s largest county were join- 
ed in the common cause of a new 
courthouse Tuesday night. Over 
100 representatives from the far- 
flung communities stretching from 
Barstow to Chino met at the 
Chocolate Palace, San Bernardino, 
and by unanimous vote endorsed 
the forthcoming issue and organ- 
ized the San Bernardino County 
Courthouse Bond Campaign Com- 
mittee of which Upland’s city at- 
torney, Ralph E. Swing, was se- 
lected chairman. 

A full score of reasons for vot- 
ing the new courthouse on May 
6 was urged in debate by the 
delegates, who represented cham- 
bers of commerce, business bodies, 
luncheon clubs, woman's. clubs, 
American Legion posts, and the 
grend jury. At the outset there 





but these later announced that 
they were in hearty accord with 
the issue. 

With the election but 14 days 
away the meeting did not adjourn 
until a campaign organization and 
committees had been selected for 
every section of the county. 

Communities to Name 
Representatives 

An advisory committee compos- 
ed of 25 members from outside of 
San Bernardino was recommended 
to the Board of Supervisors. Such 
a committee would aid in select- 
ing the site and in the building 
arrangements. The supervisors 
were urged to call upon commun- 
ities to select these 1epresenta- 
tives as soon as possible. 

The new courthouse bond issue 
for $850,000, of which over $300,- 
000 will be immediately retired by 
the sale of the present site for 
business purposes and from money 
collected for courthouse additions, 
was urged as a matter of busi- 
ness economy. Fire protection for 
county records, removal of earth- 
quake danger, civic advancement, 
governmental efficiency, increased 
room, and the creation of addition- 
al taxable business property were 
among the reasons urged for the 
voting of the bonds on May 6. 

Dwight F. Towne, president of 
the San Bernardino Chamber of 
Commerce, called the meeting to 
order and directed attention to 
the report of the present grand 
jury urging the erection of a 
new courthouse at once as a 
necessary measure for efficient 
county government and for fire 
protection to priceless county rec- 
ords. Mr. Towne called on Sen- 


ator Swing to act as temporary , 


chairman of the meeting. 

Herman Harris reviewed the 
new courthouse issue from a busi- 
ness standpoint. He declared that 
it would be a mistake if the 
bonds were not voted because for 





purposes of taxation the county 
would derive a 16 per cent rev- 
enue on its investment. This 
would be possible through an in- 
crease in property values sur- 
rounding the present courthouse 
site, which would come with its 
conversion to. strictly business 
property. Mr. Harris stated that 
the Board of Supervisors has a 
bona fide offer of $225,000 for the 
present site and he believed $300,- 
000 would be realized from its 
sale. This money would retire 
40 per cent of the bond issue. 
Again, the property surrounding 
the new courthouse site would in- 
crease in value. 

R. H. Mack reviewed courthouse 
history beginning with the con- 
struction of the present plant in 
1874 to the building of the so- 
called new courthouse in 1894, 
telling of $60,000 repairs made to 
make extra room for expanding | 
business. He declared that if 
there were no further growth In 
the county the bond rate maxi 
mum would be 85 cents on $3,000 
worth of property or $1,000 as- 
sessed valuation. This would be 
materially reduced by the retire 
ment of bonds by the sale of the 
present site and growth of the 
county.

Attorney O. G. Hoegstedt, chief 
counsei for the defense, announc- 
ed that an appeal based on as- 
serted errors during the trial of 
the case, would be filed immed- 
iately before the California Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals. 

Bond of $50,000 is Refused 

At the insistence of Chief Dep- 
uty District Attorney M. O. Hert 
that Huling be kept in jail pend- 
ing a decision of his appeal, the 
jurist refused to permit the con- 
victed man to give bail. In the 
courtroom were relatives who 
were ready to put up $50,000 for 
Huling’s release, if that amount 
were necessary. 

“Never in all my years of prac- 
tice,” declared Attorney Robert H. 
Clarke, former judge of the Ven- 
tura courts, “have I seen bail de- 
nied a man acquitted of six 
charges and convicted of but one, 
especially when the prisoner of- 
fered $50,000 ail.” 

Huling was at liberty for more 
than a year on $25,000 bail before 
his conviction. 

In a two-hour argument in sup- 
port of Huling’s motion for a new 
trial, Attorney Raymond E. Hodge 
cited what he described as “gross 
errors of law’ in the Huling trial. 
which continued for four weeks. 
He began by citing that Judge 
Olney permitted the jurors to re- 
tire with a copy of the informa- 
tion charging an offense that had 
been stricken off the record by 
demurrer; that the judge erred in 
giving instructions to the jury dis- 
regarding the intent of the crime 
of obtaining money and property 
under false pretenses—the count 
on which Huling was convicted; 
and that the judge’s remark to 
the jury, whdn it returned to the 
courtroom to report it could not 
agree, a few hours before a deci- 
sion was reached, was an error 
in that it influenced the jury. 
The remark-was the judge's tell- 
ing the jurors that the “case will 
be reset for trial,” when the de- 
fense argued the stat» had not 
and could not have, at that time 
announced any such intention. 

Charge Instructions Were 
Defective 

The defense also charged that 
the asserted defective instructions 
alone caused the jury to convict 
Huling, as it was worded in such 
a manner as to Virtually force a 
of guilty because it dis- 
regarded the proof of intent to 
commit a crime.
